In the year 1793 Lord George Murrey, in England, 
invented the siz shutter telegraph, or six square boards, 
turned by pulleys, connected with cranks below, in 
such a manner, that either the whole surface, or the! 
edges of them, might be exhibited to the eye,as should 
be requisite. In 1816 Sir Home Popham of the Brit- 
ish Navy invented what he called the Semaphore Tel- 
ezreph, which was immediately adopted by the En- 
glish Board of Admiralty, and continues in use to the 
present time. It consists of an upright post, with 
two arms, one considerably above the other, and each 
moving on axles at one end ; each arm being made to 
perform an entire revolution, and being turned with 
facility and despatch, so as to make sny angle with 
the horizon that may be required ; differing however, 
fromeach other in principle of motion, degree of 
power and mechanical contrivance. 

The ancients used the letters of the alphabet, but 
later experience has substituted arithmetical figures, 
agreeable to a dictionary of numerals of great extent 
and comprebensiveness; and this system can be ap- 
phed to commercial, political or other purposes. The 
telegraph used in Boston consists of an upright post 
or mast, about forty feet in height, having « small 


like the indicator of the land telesraph, shews that 
the ship making this signal wishes to converse. Near- 
ly ten thousand changes cr combinations caa be 
made, designating the words and phrases in the books 
above mentioned. By this means ships at sea can 


jeeveral miles, and when they approach the coast, can 
hold correspondence with the: land telegraph. The 
great utility of the Telegraph may be strikingly illus- 
trated by the case of a vessel and crew, which actu- 
ally happened a few weeks ago in our bay, and which 
kept in the most painful suspense for some time those 
who had friends on board of her. 


This was the case of the brig. Boston, which arrived 
in our bay in distress ; the telegraph instantly made 
the following communication, viz : 


“ Brig Boston—sizty-sccen days passage—from N, 
castle—lost overboard—one — —* days 
out—tiwo—men—unable—to do—duty— Will you send— 
three men—immediately—abourd—to ‘wrk— Brig—y 
to town.”
